Springfield, III., Jan. 17.—To the Board of San- 
itary Trustees, Chicago Drainage District—Gen- 
tlemen: The Board of Commissioners heretofore 
appointed by the undersigned to make an exami- 
nation and survey of the Chicago River and of 
the Chicago drainage channel to determine 
whether the said channel has been, completed in 
accordance with the requirements of section 23 
of the act entitled, An act to create sanitary 
districts and to remove obstructions in the Des- 
plaines and Illinois Rivers,“ approved May 29, 
188, and in force July 1, 1889, having certified 
to me that said channel has been and is now 
completed in accordance with the law creating 
said sanitary district, now, therefore, I, John 
R. Tanner, Governor of the State of Illinois, do 
hereby authorize and instruct you, the said Board 
of Sanitary Trustees, to open and let into the 
channel the waters of Lake Michigan and of the 
1 Chicago River, and the sewage of the sanitary 
district, and to use and employ said channel for 
all the uses and purposes for which said channel 
was constructed.

Highland brigade at Magersfontein, the 
Daily News’ correspondent thus writes of 
the burial of General Wauchope: | 

Three hundred yards to the rear of the 
little township of Modder River, just as the 
sun was sinking in a blaze of African splen- 
dor, on the evening of Tuesday, the 12th of 
December, a long, shallow grave lay ex- 
posed in the breast of the veldt. To the 
west the broad river, fringed with trees, ran 
murmuringly; to the eastward the beißhts. 
still held by the enemy, scowled menacing- 
ly; north and south the veldt undulated 
peacefully. . 

“A few paces to the northward of that 


grave fifty dead Highlanders lay, dressed as 


they had fallen on the field of battle. They 
had followed their chief to the field, and they 
were to follew him to the grave. How grim 
and stern those men looked as they lay face 
upward to the sky, with great hands. 
clinched in the last death agony, and brows

in, which they had fallen. 


Joins His Men in Death. ! 
“The plaids dear to every Highland clan 
were represented there, and as I looked out 
of the distance came the sound of the pipes: 
it was the General coming to join his men. 
There, right under the eyes of the 
enemy, moved with slow and solemn tread 
all that remained of the Highland brigade. 
In front of them walked the chaplain with 
bared head, dressed in his robes of office; 
then came the pipers with their pipes, six- 
teen in all; and behind them with arms re- 
versed moved the Highlanders, dressed in 
all of the regalia of their regiments, and in 
their midst the dead General, borne by four 
of his domrades. 
Out swelled the pipes to the strains of the 
Flowers of the Forest,’ now ringing proud 
and high until the soldiers heads went back 
in haughty defiance, and eyes flashed 
through tears like sunlight on steel; now 
singing to a moaning wail like a woman 
mourning her first-born, until the proud 
heads drooped forward till they rested on 
heaving chests, and tears rolled down the 
wan and scarred faces, and the choking sobs 
broke through the solemn rhythm of the 
march of death. Right up to thegrave they 
marched, then broke away in companies, 
until the General lay in the shallow grave 
with a Scottish square of armed men around

remnant of his officers stood with the chap- 

lain and the pipers while the solemn services 
of the church were spoken. 

“Lochaber No More.. 

“Then once again the piper pealed out.

Then every cheek flushed crimson, and the 
strong jaws set like steel, and the veins on 
the hands that clasp the rifle handles swelled 
almost to bursting with the fervor of the 
grip, and that look from those silent, armed 
men spoke more eloquently than eyer spoke 
the t of orators. f 
“For on each frowning face the spirit of 
vengeance sat, and each sparkling eye asked 
silently for blood. God help the Boers when 
next the Highland pibroch sounds. God rest 
the Boers’ souls when the Highland bayonets

“At the head of the grave, at the poin 
nearest the enemy, the General was laid to 
sleep, his officers grouped around him, while 
in line behind him his soldiers were laid in 
a double row, wrapped in their blankets. 
No shots were fired over the dead men rest- 
ing so peacefully. Only the salute was given 
and then the men marched campward as 
the darkness of an African night rolled over 
the far-stretching breadth of the veldt.

To the members and the 
wives, the sisters and the sweethearts in the

Yet, en- 
shrined in every womanly heart, from Queen 
Empress to cottage girl, let their memory 
lie, the memory of the men of the Highland 
Brigade who died at Magersfontein.“ 


How Disaster Came. | 

The same writer thus depicts the way in 
which the disaster overtook the Highland- 
ers: 
During the night it was considered ex- 
pedient that the Highland brigade, about 
4,000 strong, under General Wauchope,should 
get close enough to the lines of the foe to 
make it possible to charge the heights. 

“The brigade marched in line of quarter 
column, each man stepping cautiously and 
slowly, for they knew that any sound meant 
death. Every order was given in a hoarse 
whisper, and in whispers it was passed along 
the ranks from man to man. Nothing was 
heard as they moved toward the gloomy, 
steel-fronted heights but the brushing of 
their feet in the veldt grass and the deep 
drawn breaths of the marching men. 


Out of Darkness a Shot. 
80 onward until 8 of the clock on the 
morning of Monday. Then out of the dark- 
ness a rifle rang, sharp and clear, a herald of 
disaster—a soldier had tripped in the dark 
over the hidden wires laid down by the 
enemy. In a second, in the twinkling of an 
eye, the searchlights of the Boers fell broad 
and clear as the noonday sun on the ranks of 
the doomed Highlanders, though it left the 
enemy concealed in the shadows of the 

frowning. mass of hills behind them. 

For one brief moment the Scots seemed 
paralyzed by the suddenness of their dis- 
covery, for they knew that they were hud- 
dled together like sheep within fifty yards of 
the trenches of the enemy | , 

“Then, clear above the confusion, rolled 
the voice of the General- Steady, men, 
steady —and like an echo to the veterans

Cronje knew the mettle of our 
men, and an ironic laugh played around his 
iron mouth, and still he staid within his 
native fastnesses. But death sat ever at his 
elbow, for our gunners dropped the lyddite 
shells and the howling shrapnel all along 
his lines, until the trenches ran blood and 
many of his guns were silenced. 

In the valley behind his outer line of hills 


dead lay piled in hundreds, and the slope of

When the Highlandets Fled. 

The last mails from the Cape brought 
numerous accounts of Magersfontein, but. 
none so vivid as this. Julian Ralph, in the 
Daily Mail, bluntly writes of the Highland- 
ers after the first volley from the hidden 
trenches: 

They turned and ran, literally colliding 
and climbing over one another in their con- 
fusion. A chaplain forward in the ranks 
was knocked down and trampled, as brave 
a man as any, yet one who declared that 
there lived no man who would have behaved 
differently. 

„It had been as if the earth had opened, 
and from a cleft that ran as far as our men 
reached fire had belched and shot swept the 
veldt. 

“The fever of flight lasted only while the 
men ran 200 yards, and then they regained

“Of Boer cruelty there are many cases 1 
dave in memory. The Kaffirs are held by the 
Boers practically as slaves. A Kaffir may 
mot go anywhere without a pass; he must 
be indoors by 9 o'clock at night, and if he 
cannot get employment within a few days 
he is thrown into jail. | 

“My friend, the wife of Dr. Matthews, had 
4 Kaffir who had been in her employ five 
years. The boy was hurrying within her 
gate before 9 o’clock one night when he was 
seized by two Boer policemen, thrown down, 
kicked, beaten, and one eye was almost 
gouged out. 

“A friend told Mrs. Matthews that her 
boy was being abused and she went to the 

police station. accompanied by a neighbor. 

“With the greatest difficulty the desk 
sergeant was persuaded to let the boy go. 
Mrs. Matthews’ friend suggested that they 
learn the names of the policemen in order 
to make a complaint against them. The 

' policemen overheard the suggestion and 
they arrested the boy again. 

“ After a lot of trouble the boy was let go 
the second time, but nothing could be done 
against the policemen. The authorities re- 
fused to accept affidavits offered by Mrs. 
Matthews that the boy was not outside the 
gate at 9 o'clock. 


Tells of Negro Blacksmith Case. 
Last August an American negro, a black- 
emith in a mine, was caught outside of 
Johannesburg by two Boer cavalrymen. 
Tou can't touch me,’ said the colored 
man. ‘I am an American citizen.’ But the 
~ Beer horsemen knocked the man down and 
‘Wieked him, scoring his back with their 
spurs. 


“Louis Seymour, an American engineer, 
took the American citizen into the market 
Place and made an exhibition of his back. 
Mr. Seymour has since gone down to Cape 
Town to raise an engineer corps to build 
tallroads for the British army in its cam- 
paign. 


The predominating characteristic in the 
Boer mentality is ignorance. The Boer reads 
nothing but the Bible. He believes in noth- 
ing but the Old Testament. 

This ignorance is due to many causes, 
but the two principal causes are probably 
his sequestration from the world and the 
fact of his having held slaves, which is al- 
ways brutalizing! The Kaffirs are virtually 
slaves of the Boers to this day. 


| Kaffirs a Queer Race. 

** Yet I must say that the Boers understand 
how to treat the Kaffir better than do the 
English. A Kaffir in his natural state has a 
strong sense of justice. I ndver want to hire 
any more Christian Kaffirs for servants. 
The minute a Kaffir becomes a Christian he 
will swear, lie, and steal. I don't mean 
that the Christian Kaffirs are not safe to live 
With, but they are untrustworthy. The 
heathen Kaffirs may be depended upon. 
Now, the British have used kindness with 
the Kaffirs, and therein have made a mis- 
take. You don't have to treat a Kaffir kind- 
ly but, only justly. As long as you treat him 
justly he is all right.“

ITALY BUYING NEW GUNS. 


NOW ADMITTED A BIG ORDER HAS 
BEEN PLACED WITH KRUPP. 


Definitely Announced That the Ger- 
man Works Have Received an Or- 
der for Artillery and Ammunition 
to Value of 50,000,000 Lire, but It Is 
Denied That the Order Is Placed for 
the Benefit of Great Britain — Ma- 
terial Said to Be Needed.

ROME, Jan. 17.—It is announced definitely 
that the Italian government has placed 
orders with the Krupp establishment at 
Essen for artillery and other war material 
to the extent of 50,000,000 lire. In official 
circles the statement is made that the order 
is simply a part of the government's gen- 
eral plan for the reéquipment of the army 
and navy, and that the guns and ammunition. 
ordered of Krupp are necessary to meet new 
conditions and to replenish: depleted stocks. 

Official circles deny that the Italian goy- 
ernment has placed the order in the interests 
of Great Britain, thus refuting the insinua- 
tion of the Berlin press that the guns and 
shells were to be quietly transferred to the 
English as soon as delivered. 


Extent of Nobel Explosion. 


The government has instituted an inquiry 
into the explosion of the Nobel dynamite 
factory at Avigliana last evening. ‘Phe 
cause is a mystery, it only being known 
that about 1,000 pounds of nitroglycerin 
contributed to the disaster. The factory oc- 
cupied an area of 250,000 square yards. 
There were two explosions, fifteen minutes 
apart. The Count of Turin and the Duke 
of Aosta today visited the scene of the 
disaster and personaily lent their assistance 
in caring for over fifty wounded and look- 
ing after the families of those killed. It is 
now known that thirteen were killed in the 
explosion. Several young girls were among 
the victims, being employed at the factory 
at the time of the explosion. 

For twenty-five miles around the scene 
of the explosion not one house is stand- 
ing today. All trees within that dis- 
tance were uprooted. Fragments of the 
bodies of the victims were blown in all 
directions. A sentinel was found 200 yards 
away. One man who witnessed the fearful 
catastrophe became insane. 


Ligurian Pilgrims at Rome. 

The Ligurian pilgrims passed the sacred 
door at St. Peter's today. Mgr. Raggio, 
Archbishop of Genoa, will tomorrow pre- 
sent the Pope the contributions of the 
Ligurian dioceses in Peter’s pence, which 
amounts to 10,000 lire. He will also pre- 
sent.an artistic chalice from the late priest 
Angelo Marinari. 


In Memory of Victor Emmanuel. 


Five thousand people, nearly half of them 
Americans, attended the anniversary cele- 
bration of the funeral of Victor Emmanuel.

Congressmen Sulzer and Sibley Precipi- 
tate Another Debate in the House— 
Deficiency Bill Passes. | 


Washington, D. C.; Jan. 17.~—The House 
had another debate today over the sale of. 
the New York Custom-House by Secretary 
Gage. Mr. Sulzer of New York, the author 
of the resolution for an investigation of the 
Secretary's transactions with thei New York 
banks, started it by charging that the man- 


date had already gone forth to suppress it. 


Mr. Sibley, a Pennsylvania Democrat, for- 
merly a radical advocate of free silver, who. 
is now out of sympathy with the Democrats 
in the House, warmly commended Mr. Gage’s 
course. These two speeches precipitated a 
debate which lasted almost three hours. 


Army Fund Unchallenged. 

Later in the day during the discussion of 
the appropriation for the army, Mr. Cannon, 
in charge of the bill, challenged any member 
to move to strike it out. Mr. Williams 
[Dem., Miss.] replied to Mr. Cannon and 
affirmed the loyalty of every American citi-

Grosvenor Makes Statement. 

After Sulzer’s attack and Sibley’s defense 
of Secretary Gage, Mr. Grosvenor [O.] de- 
clared both Secretary Gage and the adminis- 
tration had been vindicated. The Committee 
on Rules had not acted on the Sulzer reso- 
lution because the charges the resolution 
contained were simpiy a rehash of the same 
charges to which Secretary Gage had replied. 

“I am authorized,“ he continued, dy the 
chairman of the Committee on Rules to say 
that no one has asked to be heard in 
furtherance of the resolution. Not the most 
humble citizen,“ said Mr. Grosvenor, would 
be placed upon trial upon a mere allegation. 
No one has come upon his oon responsibility 
to affirm the truth of the charges.”’ 

Mr. Clark [Mo.] ironically commented upon 
Mr. Sible}’s speech. Before he had known 
of Mr. Sibley’s change of front he had 
written an article urging him for the Demo- 
cratic Vice Presidential nomination. He did 
not wish to withdraw his personal praise, 
but he did desire now to withdraw the nomi- 
nation and to confer it upon Mr. Swizer of 
New York, who had always been faithful to 
Democratic principles.

We are told it is 
“ inconsistent ” to change a dozen words and 
leave others equally bad untouched. If I am 
to walk to Boston I am pérhaps “ inconsist- 
ent if I do not make the distance at the 
first stride. None the less, if I am to get 
there in the shortest time and best condi- 
tion, it may be wise to take a short and 
pwd walk the first day and gradually ac- 

stom my unused muscles to the task.

LAKE STREET “ L” CASE RULING. 


— —— 


United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
Finds for Defendant Stockholders 


in Ziegler Litigation. 


The long pending litigation of the Lake 
Street Filevated railroad company against 
William Ziegler and other bondholders, who 
sought to foreclose a mortgage for $6,500,000 
on the property, was given another turn in 
the United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
yesterday, when the Judge ruled in favor of 
the defendant stockholders and found their 
bonds to be valid and legally enforcible. 

The court also holds that the construction 
contract under which the road was built was 
not fraudulent, as claimed by the litigant 
bondholders. Judge Grosscup, in the United 
States Cireuit Court, previously had dis- 
missed the bill of the Lake street road seek- 
ing to enjdin the foreclosure of the mort- 
gage. He also dissolved the interlocutory 
injunction given in the State court. The 
Court of Appeal firms this ruling by 


stating: ‘‘ Upom’ the whole, we are of the 
opinion t 6 complainant's case is with- 
out and that its bill should have been 


dismissed on the merits. The appeal of the 
Lake Street Elevated railroad company is 
denied. The appeal of the defendants to the 
bill is sustained, The decree is reversed and 
the cause fs remanded to the court below 
with directions to enter a decree dismissing 
the bili for want of equity, the costs of both 
appeals to be taxed against the complain- 
ants below.” 

Paul Brown, the law partner of Clarence 
Knight, who is the attorney for the Lake 
Street Elevated company, said last night: 
„This decision really amounts to nothi 
at this time. The Lake street company an 
the Farmers’ Loan and Trust company, a 
cotrustee, have mutually enjoined each oth- 
er and until the legal status of the cotrustee 
is determined nothing can be done toward 
foreclosure on the railroad property.“ 
The case has had a long and bitter fight in 
the courts. The original bill was filed in the 
State court in December, 1895. It sought to 
enjoin a foreclosure of a mortgage executed 
by the complainant to the American Trust 
and Savings Bank and the Farmers’ Loan 
and Trust company, and to secure the deliv- 
ery for cancellation of 605 bonds held by 
William Ziegler of New York and his asso- 


ciates.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 17.—[Special.]—

In executive session of the 
Senate today Mr. Jones of Arkansas moved 
that the vote by which the treaty was rati- 
fied be reconsidered. 

Pending action on his motion the treaty, 
as is customary in such cases, will be re- 
called to the Senate. Its status remains un- 
changed, however, until the Senate acts 
upon the question of reconsideration. The 
ratification was effected yesterday by a viva 
voce vote and it was said at the time that 
if opponents of the treaty had demanded a 
roll call the ratification might have been 
defeated. This gives especial significance 
to the proposition to reconsider the vote. 

The primary reason actuating Mr. Jones 
in making his motion was the publication of 
a story that the President interpreted the 
new treaty as conferring upon him sovereign 
powers over the Island of Tutuila, and he 
was preparing to appoint a Civil Governor 
and in other ways inaugurate a civil gov- 
ernment of the island under the jurisdiction 
of the United States. 

Senators Foraker, Davis, and others do 
not agree with the contention that the Pres- 
ident is the sovereign of Tutuila, but say 
the inhabitants of the island will be given 
a good government and that Congress will 
deal with them.

voluntary bankruptcy filed in the United 
States District Court yesterday by Francis 
P. Owings, a stock operator. The next 
schedule was that of Levi R. Doty 
and amounted to $5,000,000. 

Mr. Owings built the Owings Building, now 

the Bedford, at the southeast corner of 
Dearborn and Adams streets, which was the 
firat skyscraper in the West. He was inter, 
ested heavily in real estateatonetime. His 
assets are given as $5,500, money due on ac- 
count considered worthless. Some of the 
largest claims against Mr. Owings are as 
follows: 
Wiliam Strong, $1,485,000; M. MeMullen, $297, - 
000; Thies Lyons, $148,500; Thomas Hogan, $297, - 
000; estate of Voluntine Turner, $500,000; * of 
Perkins Bass, $654,500; J. D. Beckett, $715,000; 
unknown owners of property at 67 and 69 and 73 
and 75 Plymouth place, $475,200 and $247,500, re- 
spectively; J. B. Jeffery, $247,600; C. E. Berger, 
$631,000; Northwestern Life Insurance company, 
$150,000. 

Mr. Owings is now a stock broker and 
operator in the Stock Exchange Building. 
His attorneys, Goodrich, Vincent & Bradley, 
say the debts were contracted years ago, 
many of them dating back to 1885, and that 
the petitioner has now no property to sur- 
render up to his creditors. 


P. F. Ryan Files Petition. 

P. F. Ryan, owner of department stores at 
218-228 West Madison street and ban West 
Lake street, filed a petition asking relief 
from his debts, which amount to 656,000. 
He gave as assets his two stores, which are 
scheduled at $50,000. Judge Kohisaat ap- 
pointed George Sanford as receiver. Mr. 


Sanford took charge of the stores at once. 


They will not be closed, but will be con- 
ducted as usual, for a time at least. The 
receiver will dispose of the business as he 
sees fit, but Mr. Ryan severs all connections 
and retires permanently. 

Several of Chicago’s wealthiest business- 
men, among them a creditor, offered yester- 
day to advance money to Mr. Ryan to con- 
tinue the business, but he declined all offers, 
saying that under no consideration would he 
engage in ahy business on the West Side, as 
he did not believe it could be made to pay 
under any conditions. . 

Mr. Ryan gives as the cause of his failure 
the continued and increasing dullmess in 
business on the West Side. He gives a num- 
ber of reasons for the dullness, the principal 
one being the change in the character of the 
residents in many parts of the West Bide 
and the improvements in transportation 
facilities, which enable people to reach the 
down-town districts in a short time. 

Ten years ago Mr. Ryan’s annual receipts 
were more than $400,000. They dropped to 
less than $200,000 several years ago, but he 
continued in business in the face of this 
through his loyalty to the West Side, believ- 
ing there would be an improvement some 
time. Other merohants deserted the West 
Side, and of those who were there a dozen 
years ago only one, besides Mr. Ryan, was 
left, and that one has given notice of inten- 
tion to remove. 

Mr. Ryan came from Ireland in 1869 and 
began work at once as a clerk in the New 
York Store, 426 West Madison street. He was 
made manager after the big fire. In 1881 he 
formed a partnership with J. W. Tuohy and 
a man named Lawlor, and the two stores 
were established. In 1883 the partnership 
was dissolved, Mr. Ryan retaining the 
business.

Bolden weck Shouts Let Her Go!“ 

Engineer Ernest L. Cooley had in the mean- 
ume started to lower the leaf ot the dam. It 
had deen poised with its crest three feet 
above the water, and by the time the speak- 
ers had started a thin stream trickled down 
the surface. This was at 11:10 o'clock. At 
21:16 o'clock, when Mr. Taylor concluded, 
President Boldenweck shouted, as on the 
two previous openings at the other end of 
the ditch: *‘ Let her go, Gallagher.“ Then 
every trustee started for the iron wheels 
which control the vales of the hydraulic ma- 
chinery. They twisted and turned them, 
Stepped on each other’s toes, and bravely 
shot water over the dam in defiance of St. 
Louis and the State of Missouri. 

The dam sank slowly, the water sweeping 
down the smooth incline in a sheet six inches 
deep. At the bottom a narrow board walk 
had been nailed on, and this alone impeded 
the flow. Spray shot up from the obstruc- 
tion in crystal fans eight feet high. Then, 


as the flow became heavier, the spray turned 


into yellow sheets, arching over the boards 
to the stone tail race below with a roar of an 
immense waterfall. The arched sheets be- 
came joined together into one sdlid sheet, 
extending over half a circle and 160 feet long. 
It seemed as if a huge cylinder was turnea 
evenly at the bottom of the dam. But this 
effect was shoft-lived. The light boards of 
the walk, built only for temporary purposes, 
‘were torn loose and started for the gulf. 

“ ‘This dam will be from now on one of the 
big sights of Chicago,“ said Trustee Carter. 
„People will come out here just to see this 
fall, and it is well worth thetrip. It is cer- 
tainly a beautiful sight.“ 


Figures 200,000 Cubic Feet Flow. 


Engineer Randolph then took out his tables 
and computed the flow. ‘The crest ot the 
Gam was three feet below the surface and 
20000 cubic feet a minute was going over. 


* The shallow tail race was filling up, and the 


advance of the water could be seen cours- 
ing down the valley. Then the trustees 
Wanted to see the dam come up, and it was 
started. It took just four minutes to raise 
it three and one-half feet, and again it stood 
above the surface. It was quickly lowered 
once more and the flow resumed. 

The concrete was covered with ice and 
slush and a chill, wet north wind blew over 
the controlling works. Once the deed was 
done the trustees had enough and went back 
again to their special train to get thawed 
out. Governor Tanner’s permit came just 
before the train pulled out and was read 
to the occupants of the car, who cheered 
long and loudly.

It 
is stated that the water works system of the 
city has been constructed at a cost of more 
than $20,000,000, and that since 1835 the mu- 
nicipality has been receiving its water sup- 
ply from the river. A description of all the 
property on the riverside is given in detail. 
The plaintiff states that the natural flow of 
the Chicago River is into Lake Michigan, 
and that it is now the intention of the drain- 
age trustees to let the sewage and filth of 
the Chicago River flow into the Desplaines 
River and eventually into the Mississippi. 
It is asserted that the waters of the latter 
stream will be poisoned and polluted by the 
sewage of the Chicago River and that the 
water works system of St. Louis will be 
rendered valueless. The plaintiff explains 
that apprehension already has been created 
among its inhabitants as to the wholesome- 
ness of its water supply if the drainage 
channel is allowed to be opened. 

The plaintiff asks a temporary restraining 
order against the drainage trustees and pe- 
titions that a perpetual injunction be issued 
at the final hearing of the case, The bill is 
accompanied by an affidavit from Dr. W. E.

Ex-Governor Peck’s Address. 

Former Governor Peck, who was among 
the last to speak, characterized Franklin 
as the first “ tramp, printer of the world. 

“I presume I am as great an admirer of 
Franklin as there is in the world,“ he said, 
“but I don’t think of him all the time as 
the statesman and the diplomat, but as the 
boy, the ‘bad boy,’ who wouldn’t let any 
man run him for nothing a week and find 
himself.“ He was the first tramp printer of 
history. Many of our brave fellows have 
followed in his footsteps more or less suc- 
cessfully. I’ve been something of a ‘ mash- 
er’ myself in my time, but I’ve got admira- 
tion for the man who could go up the street 
with a dirty towel under his arm, as Franklin 
did, and ‘ mash’ the prettiest girl in Phila- 
delphia. 

Franklin was the first ‘ masher,’ too. 

He never was so proud as a diplomat as 
he was when he was working on an old 
hand press. There is something in working 
an old hand press that you rich devils don't 
know anything about. There is nothing that 
gives an old printer more pleasure. I never 
was so happy, even when I was Governor 
and heard thousands of people around me 
Swearing that I was ‘the whole thing,’ as 
when I owned my first printing office. 

1 took occasion to follow in Franklin's 
footsteps early,“ ex-Governor Peck contin- 
ued. “ He said all boys should go into busi- 
ness. I told my father there wasn’t any use 
Soing to school and I wanted to go into 
business. My father said, ‘ All right, here’s 
50 cents,’ and I went into business.’ 

The speaker told how he and a boy fr'end 
had made their first money by selling cider 
made out of dried apples to a circus day 
crowd. 

I was one of the original tramp printers 
after Franklin,” he continued. “I don’t 
suppose there is a town in Wisconsin that 
I haven’t gone into ‘ broke’ and come away 
with a towel or something that I had bor- 
rowed. I wasn’t one of the tramp printers 
that fall down-stairs drunk just about the 
time when you are going to press. No, I

GIFT TO MICHIGAN UNIVERSITY. 


Frederick A. Stearns of Detroit Presents 
School with Valuable Mu- 
sical Collection. 


Ann Arbor, Mich., Jan. 17.—[Special.]—A 
unique and valuable collection of musical 
scores, historical, and theoretical works was 
today presented to the University of Michi- 
gan by Frederick K. Stearns of Detroit, a 
member of the class of 77. The collection, 
numbering 1,551 titles, comprises full sets 
of many of the old masters, but also includes 
a large number of modern compositions. 
This addition places the musical library of 
the university in the class of some of the 
best in the country, including those of Yale 
and Harvard.

GOLDFAN IS FOUND GUILTY. 


Chicago Detective Who Swore to Con- 
fession of Murder by Sidney Ringo 
Convicted of Perjury. 


Kankakee, III., Jan. 17.— [Special. ]—Morris 
Goldfan, a CHicago detective, was found 
guilty of perjury in the Kankakee County 
Circuit Court today and sentenced to the 
penitentiary. 

At the trial of Sidney Ringo last June for 
the murder of Emil Chiniquy and wife of St. 
Anne on Oct. 18, 1898, Goldfan, who was em- 
ployed on the case, swore Ringo had, during 
November, 1898, confessed to him and others 
that he had committed the murder.

This consideration might well be borne in 
mind by some employers, who, perhaps, 
pride themselves on the fact that their own 
establishments are closed on Sunday. On 
the whole, however, customers who might 
suffer from Sunday closing will bear in 
mind that the movement is in line with a 
better common life and therefore deserves 
every possible forbearance in its behalf. 
Furthermore, a seemingly impossible 
change of habits often proves, when adopt- 
ed, not only practicable but distinctly bene- 
ficial, and an adjustment to the plan of 
a free Sunday in residential neighborhoods 
will unquestionably illustrate that füet. 


THE SENATOR WHO *LOOKS PLEASANT.” 
It may be that Mr. Quay will be given the 
seat he asks for. If so, it will not be be- 
cause of the law and the precedents. They 
are against him. If he succeeds it will be 
because he has acquired the gift of “ looking 
pleasant,” because he has a fascinating per- 
sonality, because he is irresistible in per- 
sonal intercourse and has winning ways 
which touch the hearts of veteran, hardened 
legislators. Some Senators who voted 
against Corbett, who had the stronger case, 
intend to vote for Quay, who has the weaker 
case. The only reason is that what Quay’s 
ease lacks in merit is more than made good 
by Quay’s genial manner. When he “ sits 
up and looks pleasant,” as the photographer 
says, grim Pluto would be moved to do 
something for him. 

Mr. Quay’s charm is not one of external 
apperance. He is not a professional beau- 
ty. He is not an Adonis, not even a middle- 
aged Adonis. No woman would call him 
“sweetly pretty.” And yet he exerts some 
strange persuasive power, not recognized by 
the constitution and the laws, and not exer- 
cised previously in the Senate, which is 
softening rugged Senatorial breasts and 
creating the feeling that “ Quay is a good 
fellow and we must let him in.” As the 
Tammany statesman said. What is a little 
thing like the constitution between 
The moral is that a good case is of less 
value to get a seat in the Senate than an 
agreeable, attractive disposition—a readi- 
ness to vote for every man’s bill, for instance 
—and an ability to pose for the camera. 
Mr. Quay was in the Senate for twelve 
years. That gave him ample time in which 
to practice his magnetic, hypnotic arts and 
conviate so many members of the Senate 
that so complaisant a gentleman must not 
be left out in the cold. Perhaps if Corbett 
possessed the same power to please and had 
been in the Senate as long as Quay he would 
have fared better. Evidently it pays to be 
genial, and every public man who has ca- 
pacity in that line should cultivate his gifts 
and send a bunch of his photographs to eaich 
of his friends in public life.

In the last number of Literature Mr. 
Stephen Gwynn writes Whimsically about 
“the books that have put me to sleep,” 
as distinguished ‘rom those over which 
I have gone to sleep.“ The critic de- 
clares that if he ever reads a book gratui- 
tovtly it is when he administers to him- 
self a novel as a sleeping draft.

THE DRAINAGE CANAL OPEN. . 
Shortly before noon yesterday the bear- 
trap dam at Lockport was lowered and 
the waters of Lake Michigan flowed into 
3 the Illinois, the Mississippi, 
and the Gulf of Mexico.

INJUSTICE TO HANECY, 

The Elgin. Board of Trade, claiming to 
represent “40,000 farmers in the north- 
ern part of the State, interested in dairy- 
ing, has adopted resolutions declaring that 
the election as Governor of a man pos- 
“sessing the ideas expressed by Judge 
“ Hanecy regarding the oleomargarine 


“ question would be a disaster to the dairy- 


ing industry. 

The board has acted hastily and unre- 
flectingly. It does not follow because Judge 
Hanecy, while on the bench, has held some 
act of the Legislature unconsfitutional 
that, therefore, he is not a safe man to make 
Governor. Judicial decisions, even if in- 
correct, do not argue executive unfitness. 
The General Assembly of 1897 made it 


an offense to give a yellow color to oleo- 


margarine, either by the use of harmless 
coloring ingredients or by the mixture of 
animal fats and butter. A suit brought 
against a man charged with violating this 
law came before Judges Hanecy, Brentano, 
and Chetlain, who discharged the de- 
fendant—Judge Chetlain dissenting—hold- 
ing the Legislature had not the power to 
make the coloring of oleomargarine with 
harmless substances, which it was per- 
missible to use far the coloring of butter, an 
offense. 

It cannot be assumed that Judges Hanecy 
and Brentano, in deciding as they did, 
were actuated by any feeling of hatred 
for dairymen or of affection for the manu- 
facturers of oleomargarine. It must be 
assumed that they endeavored conscien- 
tiously to decide what they believed to be 
the law. Judges of lower courts dislike ex- 
ceedingly to assume the responsibility of 
declaring laws unconstitutional. They 
prefer to leave that to the Supreme Court. 
Judge Hanecy was not afraid to take the 
responsibility. But his decision, though 
final in the case before him, does not set- 
tle the question finally. The Supreme Court 
has yet to pass on the-constitutionality of 
the law. If it agrees with Judge Hanecy 
his course will be fully vindicated. 

Whatever the Supreme Court may decide 


‘finally the fact remains that while it is 


the duty of a Judge to interpret laws, it 
is the duty of a Governor to execute them. 
The doctrine must not be established that 
because a man as Judge makes honestly 
a decision which displeases some persons 
that he shall be held unfit for an executive 
office. Such a doctrine will not promote 
judicial firmness and impartiality. 


PEOPLE'S CHORUSES. 

The momentary stampede in Cooper 
Union, owing to a fire alarm, of the Peo- 
ple’s Choral union, while rehearsing the 
„Messiah, preparatory to a public render- 
ing of that oratorio, recalls the work, as a 


whole, h is being accomplished through 
the people} choruses of New York under 
the directioa of Mr. Frank Damrosch, 


These choryses were started in 1892 and 
now comprise two or three thousand mem- 
bers in weekly attendance. Beside nu- 
merous subsidiary quartets, practice 
classes, and clubs, voluntarily organized 
by members, there are three regular grades. 
The first is adapted to beginners, who 
meet in various parts of the city in small 
groups of a hundred or less. Reasonable 
attendance and progress during the first 
year entitle one to promotion the follow- 
ing year to the intermediate class, and 
the next year the step is taken into the 
advanced chorus, or Choral union as that 
grade is entitled, which is led by Mr. Dam- 
rosch and in which one may remain in- 
definitely. Ten cents is the charge for ad- 
mission to any session of any class, and, 
since teaching services are to a considerable 
extent voluntary, the financial question is 
largely disposed of by this admission fee. 

Bach grade gives an exhibition or takes 
part in some public musical event every 
year—a fact which gives zest and point 
to regular practice—and the Choral union, 
which meets on Sunday afternoons in 
Cooper Union and comprises a thousand 
voices, sometimes sings in connection with 
the Musical Arts society, which is com- 
posed entirely of artists and is the finest 
vocal organization in the Country. 

The success of these classes—which 
stand for the most serious effort toward pop- 
ular musical education in any of our cities 
—is largely due not more to the profes- 
sional ability than to the enthusiasm and 
charming personality of Mr. Damrosch. 
He not only cares much for the idea of 
popular musical expression, but his man- 
ner of conducting a chorus is captivating, 
and he manages to keep the people before 
him in that dignified exhilaration of spirits 
which means quality in musical produe- 
tion. 

The idea of people's choruses, which, in 
spite of the noise and haste and roughness 
and commercialism of the age, has thus 
been so well illustrated in New York, is 
an exceedingly attractive one, and chal- 
lenges to a similar effort our own city, 
wherein children's singing classes are al- 
ready a feature. | 


THE PARK MOVEMENT, 

President Suddard’s proposals ‘that 
some city streets be closed and sanded for 
playgrounds-—possibly a practical idea in 
sporadic cases and that portions of the 
Desplaines Valley should be incorporated 
in our local pleasure-ground system, com- 
port not only with the widespread move- 
ment for park extension through the coun- 
try, but also with its dual character, 

New York City has been acquiring not 
only large tracts for parks in the Pelham 
Bay district, but also parks and play. 
grounds in its most crowded wards by raz- 
ing buildings to the ground. While the 
Metropolitan Park commission has been 
expending half a dozen millions of dollars 
in purchasing water frontage and pictyp. 
esque regions beyond the limits of Boston, 
the city itself has, since 1896, acquired by 
purchase half of the fourteen playgrounds 
now in the charge of the Park board, it ac. 
cepted legislative authority a little over g 
year ago to spend half a million dollars 
within three or four years in further pur. 
ehases for the same purpose, and Mayor 
Hart, although entering office after an 
economy campaign, has just stated in his 
inaugural address that “ $500,000 more 
should certainly be appropriated ” before 
land “has advanced in value.” Brooklyn 
within a few years, bas secured extensive 
park areas near the city, and Philadelphia 


has recently been opening small parks and 
playgrounds, in one case by clearing an in. | 


sanitary district. Several Western cities 
have within a few years made large park 
purchases, and San Francisco has just au- 
thorized a bond issue for that purpose. 
Along with this movement for municipal 
parks and playgrounds has gone another 
for recreation grounds, representing a

Governor Roosevelt said: The Adiron- 
dacks and Catskills should be great parks, 
kept in perpetuity for the benefit and en- 
joyment of our people.” Indeed, it was 
only a year ago this month that New York 
State purchased for a public memorial the 
Stony Island Peninsula of thirty-three 
acres on the Hudson River, a spot, made 
famous in revolutionary history by General 
Anthony Wayne. Michigan, by courtesy 
of the United States government, possesses 
beautiful Mackinac Island as a park, and 
the establishment of a much larger park 
elsewhere in the State was agitated in the 
last Legislature. 

The United States owns seven national 
parks, comprising over 3,000,000 acres. 
Three of these are in California, the largest 
is the Yellowstone, which is divided between 
Wyoming, Montana, and Idaho, and the last 
one added was Mount Rainier Park, in 
Washington, which was established last 
March. Considerable agitation took place 
last year in behalf of a great national park 
around the headwaters of the Mississippi 
in Minnesota, and a movement is now being 
vromoted by the Appalachian National Park 
association for the establishment by Con- 
gress of a Southern national park in west- 
ern North Carolina, somewhere in the pic- 
turesque region of the Blue Ridge or Great 
Smoky Mountains. | 

These items are all parts of an effort to 
preserve the beauty of our land both from 
impairment and from private inclosure, to 
provide worthy places bf leisure, and to 
promote diversity of experience and play 
among seniors as well as juveniles. That it 
all means better bodies, nerves, and social 
attitudes, as well as higher productive ca- 
pacities, are considerations as true as grate- 
ful. If Chicago has for a generation made 
practically no additions to its park areas 
it is now preparing to measure its needs and 
opportunities in a way which promises 
worthy and adequate action.

Africa, as Field Marshal Lord Roberts re- 
minded us the other day, has proved the 
grave of many great reputations. Sir Alfred 
Milner is no exception to the rule, and is 
held both by the government at home and by 
well-informed people at the Cape, as well as 
in England, as largely responsible for the 
present condition of affairs. It seems that 
he went out to Africa with the best inten- 
tions of maintaining an absolutely impartial 
and unprejudiced attitude. No sooner had he 
arrived at the Cape than he fell into the 
hands of an old newspaper friend, a man 
who had been one of his colleagues on the 
Pall Mall Gazette in his journalistic days, 
but who for the last three years has been 
editor of the leading Cecil Rhodes paper in 
south Africa. Mr. Garrett, for that is the 
name of this newspaper man, seems to have 
got hold of Sir Alfred Milner from the mo- 
ment that the latter reached the Cape, and, 
according to his own admission, was “ large- 
ly instrumental” in placing the “right 
men around the High Commissioner and in 
excluding dangerous influences. In fact, 
Mr. Garrett got Sir Alfred altogether under 
his tutelage, and, thanks to him, even the 
official tours of the Governor General were 
dexterously converted into electioneering 
trips on behalf of the so-called Progressives, 
whose cause Sir Alfred openly espoused, ut- 
terly oblivious of the fact that as represen- 
tative of the Queen he was expected to main- 
tain the most absolute impartiality towards 
the various political parties in the great de- 
pendency over which he had been called to 


The result of this was that before Sir Al- 
fred had been six months in Cape Colony 
he had alienated the entire sympathy of the 
Dutch Afrikanders, even of those most loyal 
to the British crown, and failed to manifest 
any of that tact and cordiality with which 
he has been credited, and which were in- 
dispensable to secure the good will and co- 
operation of a somewhat dogged and sus- 
picious people such as the Dutch colonists 
of the Cape and of Natal. Seeing the new 
Governor hand in glove with Cecil Rhodes, 
knowing that the latter was longing for an 
imperial raid upon the Transvaal, they 
viewed with dismay the facility with which 
Sir Alfred lent himself to the twofold policy 
of baiting Kruger and of espousing the 
British as against the Dutch faction in the 
colony. The long and short of the whole 
matter is that Sir Alfred has been a distinct 
failure at the Cape, and that if he has not 
been primarily responsible for bringing 


P about the present condition of affairs in 


south Africa he could, at any rate, have done 
much to preyent it and to strengthen the 
position of the English there. , 


Any doubts which may have been enter- 
tained with regard to the urgency of the 
flight of Mahmoud Pasha from Constanti- 
nople will be set at rest by the news that 
another brother-in-law of the Sultan, 
Diellalleddin Pasha, has just been done to 
death by his jaliers while in captivity and 
exile at Taif, one of the most God-forsaken 
places in the dominions of the Sultan. 
Djellalleddin Pasha was the husband of 
Princess Dijemile, the elder sister of the 
Sultan, Mahmoud Pasha being married to a 
younger sister. Like Mahmoud, he had filled 
the office of Cabinet Minister, of Governor 
General of Crete, besides numerous other 
dignities. In spite of this, and of the fact 
that he was admittedly one of the most en- 
lightened of Oriental statesmen, he was sud- 
denly, without cause and without a mo- 
ment’s warning, on the mere denunciation 
of one of the spies by whom the Sultan is 
surrounded, arrested at night and shipped 
off to Taif. 

It is understood that he has met with his 
death tn the same way as his one time great 
friend, Midhat Pasha, who had his brains 
beaten out by the butt end of the rifies of 
the guards appointed to watch over him, the 
official report of his death stating that he 
had succumbed to “congestion of the
